Fire Destroys McQueen 
Home at Lake Margrethe 


A fire on. Monday, June 6, totally destroyed the Helen 
McQueen home on 1584 Connine Drive at Lake Margrethe. 

At 8:47 a.m. DNR fire fighters were called to a possible 
grass fire off Connine Drive, Moments later Camp Grayling 
personnel radioed that they were going to send one of their 
Brush’ units. 

When the DNR unit aivived at the scene, they observed 

“that a log structure was involved, and the Grayling City and 

Township Fire Department was dispatched. When the Gray- 
ling fire department arrived, the fire had already broken 
through the roof and Dean Goss, assistant fire chief, imme- 
diately requested assistance from the Beaver Creek Fire 
Department. — 

' The Crawford County Ambulance Corps and Northern 
Michigan EMS were dispatched to the scene for stand-by. 
There were no serious injuries; however, the Crawford Coun- 
ty Ambulance crew treated seven fire fighters for heat ex- 
haustion, sending one fireman home. 

Firemen at the scene said that because the log structure 
was between 80 and 100 years old, the fire was one of the hot- 
test they had ever fought, The blaze was so hot it imelted the 
bubble on one of fire trucks. 
The cause of the fire is under investigation, 


Occupants of the home were alerted to the fire by two 
smoke detectors and were able to escape the house unin- 


jured. - 
Firemen credited the two working fire detectors for 


saving the lives of Mrs. McQueen, 83, who is legally blind, 
and her two companions. Occupants were unaware of the fire 
until the smoke detectors sounded the alarm. 


Crawford County Deputies and Camp Grayling person- 


nel, including officers from the Camp Grayling Provost Mar- 


shalls office assisted at the scene. 
Property loss has been estimated at $80, 000.

Schools Seek 1-Year 
Millage To Operate 
While State Decides 


Crawford AuSable Schools will ask voters 
for a one-year millage proposal to operate 
while the state decides about school finance 
reform (see accompanying story). 

In the annual school election Monday, 
June 13, the Crawford AuSable School Dis- 
trict is asking for 21.15 mills — a renewal of 


17,9 mills and an increase of 3.25 mills — for. 


one year only. 


If approved the millage will be placed on 
this year’s summer taxes only. The full 
amount would be levied on the summer 
taxes so the millage would be finished and 
would not appear on the winter taxes. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said the in- 
creased millage would amount to about $50 
for one year for the average district tax- 
payer with a $40,000 home. 


“Because the schools are reducing the 
debt retirement millage by .75 mills, the net 
increase is only 2% mills or about % cents 
extra a week for one year for the average 
taxpayers. That’s less than one Lotto ticket 
a week for one year to allow the schools to 
continue operating the same DO Ams, he 
said. 

The Crawford AuSable School Board says 
the increased millage is needed to maintain 
the same programs, 

A local millage proposal was defeated in 
February by 51 votes and in Apri) by 89 
votes. The proposal asked for an increase of 


3.95 mills over five years. An additional pro- 
posal that asked for a one mill increase for 
extra programs was defeated by 210 votes in 
February and 323 votes in April. 

For the June ballot, the school board of- 
fered three reductions from previous pro- 
posals. 

1. They cut the length of the proposal from 
five to one year. 

2. Cutting the length of the proposal allow- 
ed them to reduce the millage increase ask- 
ed for from 3.95 to 3.25 mills. 

3. They dropped Proposal JJ, asking for 
the extra mill, from the ballot. 


The millage proposal is needed to operate 
the 1988-89 school year, the school board 
says. Even if state finance reform is ap- 
proved this year, nothing will begin until the 
1989-90 school year. 

Also on the ballot during the annual school 
election are two school board races. Incum- 
bent H. Ann Stephenson and Gerald Worden 
are seeking a four-year term to the school 
board. Chris Dunckley and Mike Shearer 
are seeking a two-year term to the school 
board. 


School officials would like the June pro- 
posal to pass in order to have the millage on 
the summer taxes. If the millage does not 
pass, the school district would have to 
borrow money to operate until winter taxes 
come in. The interest on the loan would cost 
the district $100,000 or more. 


Drought May Postpone 
Re-seeding Along Curbs 


Grayling City Manager, Jerry Morford, is 
working with Peninsula Asphalt Corp., the 
1988 city paving project contractor, to 
decide whether the area between city resi- 
dent’s lawns and the new curbs should be 
seeded now or postponed until August. 


‘Lack of rain has created concern among 


city officials regarding the futility of at- 
tempting to re-seed at this time. 


‘Morford explained that the restoration of 


the curb area is the contractor’s respon- | 


sibhity. He may choose to seed tiow and tisk 


that enough rain will fall to germinate and. 


sustain the grass seed. However, Morford 
continued, if he seeds now and the grass 
does not survive the dry spell Grayling is ex-

periencing, he will have to repeat the 
process later in the summer. 

If the contractor chooses to wait until 
August, crews will rake out the stones and 
level the areas this month. 

One area, the Ottawa Street side of Baker 
Hill, will be seeded, mulched, and watered 
immediately by the city and residents of the 
street In an attempt to prevent serious 
erosion. 


Morford added, “The city council and I 
want to thank the people in the construction 
area for their support and cooperation dur- 
ing the 1988 street construction. We look for- 


ward to continuing to work cooperatively in | 
completing the seeding of the area between

State Finance Reform 
Choices Narrow to 2 


The Michigan House finally decided on a 
school finance reform bill last Wednesday. 
Faced with three choices, a Democrat plan, 
a Republican plan, and a compromise plan, 
the House passed the compromise plan 79- 
29. 

Besides the House plan, there is also a 
Senate reform plan passed earlier. The 
House and Senate now must get together to 
agree on a plan. 

Crawford AuSable Superintendent Kent 
Reynolds said his legislative sources indi- 
cate it is likely something close to the House 
plan will pass. 

The House plan will benefit both Crawford 
AuSable schools and taxpayers here. 

Under the House plan, in the 1989-90 school 
year, property owners here would have 
their school millage cut by more than half 
from 25,1 mills to 12.3 mills, 

Reynolds said that is an estimate based on 
the current millage rate. If voters approve 
the June millage proposal, the property 
owners would receive a larger reduction 
and the schools would receive more money 
from the state. 


Under the House plan, Crawford AuSable 
would become an in-formula school district 
which would receive state aid. The school 
district is currently out-of-formula. 

With the House plan, Crawford AuSable 
would receive an extra $189 per pupil from 
the state above what it currently spends per 
pupil. The state would also be picking up the . 
funding for the local millage reductions. 

The additional money from the state 
would be funded mainly through a 2 percent 
increase in the sales tax. 

Reynolds said the state finance reform 
issue won’t be on the August primary ballot 
but it is likely to be on the November 
generalballot. 

Reynolds said the school finance reform 
package has a good chance of passing be- 
cause the property tax breaks are what tax- 
payers want and most school districts will 
receive additional money. No school dis- 
tricts will lose money through the plan. 

The Crawford AuSable schools’ are 
seeking just a one-year millage to operate 
while the state decides on the school finance 
reform issue. 


27 Candidates Face

Eighteen Republican and nine Democra- 
tic candidates will be seeking their party’s 
nomination for nine contested county and 
township offices i in the August 2nd primary 
election.

Franklin Roosevelt once 


said, ‘Education is the one 


area in which the American 
people should not be willing 
to economize.” Perhaps to 
use the popular vernacular, 


we could simply say, “You. 
Saad 


get what you pay for.” 
On Monday, June 13, the 
voters of our school district 


will have an opportunity to 


send a message to the young 
people of this community. 
After much thoughtful dis- 
cussion, and hours of hard 
work, the school board has 


' developed a workable, fair, 


and responsible school mil- 
lage proposal. By reducing 


the amount previously re- . 
quested, and reducing the. 


length of time of previous 
ballot issues, the board is 


asking 3.25 additional mills 
for operation. 
since the debt retirernent ‘is 
also being reduced, the ef- 
fective increase becomes 
only 2.5 mills. 

This is the first time our 


millage has had to be in- 


creased since 1979, and will 
represent an increased cost 
to the average taxpayer of 
$50 per year, or 96 cents per 
week. Who can deny that this 
‘is a true bargain? For this, 
we can continue our band, 
sports, libraries,- main- 
tenance, ete. If this millage 
fails, our entire community 
will suffer as the schools are 
thrown into the turmoil of 
cuts, cancellations, layoffs, 
and reduced programs. | 
Our school board has done 


an incredible job of offering: 


However,. 


“mans, 


a quality education at the 
least possible cost. Weekly 
there are glowing reports of 
the accomplishments of our 
local students, musicians, 
and athletes. Easily obtain- 
able Consumer Price Index 
figures show us that what 
cost $1 in 1979. now costs 
$1.28. The increase request- 
ed by our schools is certainly 
well below this inflationary 
threshold. 


We. all need to ask our- 


Selves what we want, and 
what’s important. In an age 
when American students will 
have to compete in the global 
village with Japanese, Ger- 
Russians, Chinese 
and all the rest, do we really 
want to close down our li- 


braries and lay off teachers?. 


While recently watching 


President Reagan on TV 


during his visit to the Soviet 
Union, I kept wondering if 
the Russians have any trou- 
ble keeping their schools 
open, I think we all know the 
answer to that question. 

This millage increase will 
cost the average taxpayer 
another 96 cents per week, or 
$50 per year. This comes at a 
time when we see satellite 
dishes popping up every- 
where, and at a time when 
the average VCR family 
spends $9 a week, or $468 per 


year on rented video movies. 


Some of these same people 
say the 96 cents a week for 
the schools is too much. Is 
this really what we have be- 
come...a nation of com- 
placent couch potatoes who 
are willing to let our schools 


slide? 

A few years ago, the Pres- 
ident was presented. with a 
study about the schools in 
this country entitled, appro- 
priately, ‘‘A Nation at Risk.” 


-The points brought-out. in 


that study were valid and 
startling. — 

It seems to me that if this 
nation is to enter the next 
century in a position. of 
leadership, we must demon- 
strate our continued resolve 
and commitment to educa- 
tion. On June 13, we can give 
our students .and young 
people a clear message. Will 
it be one of shortsighted 
selfishness, or one: of hope, 
progress, and pride?

Three Kinds of Disciples 

When Jesus finished His 
lengthly sermon to the 
multitude of thousands, most 
of His disciples left in un- 
belief. They found his 
preaching hard and offea- 
sive, (John 6:60,61). Instead 
of modifying His message, 
He intensified it. “What and 
if ye shall see the Son of man 
ascend up where he was 
before?” (John 6:62). If they 
found it hard to understand 
how they were to eat of His 
flesh and drink of His blood 
now, what would they do 
when He went back to 
Heaven? Then Jesus Christ 
had confronted them with 
His incarnation, His death, 
and now His resurrection 
and ascension, 

Jesus reminds 
disciples they must be born- 
again by the Holy Spirit 
through the Word of God. “It 
is the spirit that quickeneth, 
the flesh profiteth nothing; 
the words that I speak unto 


you, they are spirit, and they 


are life.”’ (John 6:63). They 
need the work of the Holy 
Spirit to quicken them and 
give them life through the 
Word of God. This is the way 
we partake of the flesh and 
blood of Jesus Christ by 
faith. Jesus now tells them 
their problem is unbelief or 
lack of faith. ‘‘But there are 
some of you that believe not,

When the preacher 
saw the king come in, he 
threw away his prepared 
sermon and spent the 
remaining time praising the 
king’s virtues and how much 
he was doing for his people. 
A few days later, that 
crucifix arrived at he church 
as a gift from the king. Along 
with it came a letter in which 
the king ordered that the 
crucifix be placed on the 
wall opposite the pulpit, so 
that, anyone who was 
preaching would be remin- 
ded of what they were 
talking about. 


_ One wonders if this earthly _ 
king had 


not recently 
meditated on one of Jesus’ 
kingdom parable, because 
he certainly got the message 
of what the Kingdom of God 
is about! It is about Jesus 
Christ and His reign in the 
hearts of people. It is like the 
mustard seed, tiny and in- 
significant, but when left to 
grow and flourish, it breaks 
forth into something 
awesome and great, 

That is the point of Jesus’ 
Parable today. In the midst 
of all the might and power 
that surrounds us, we are in 
constant danger of missing 
what is the real power and 
might of God breaking forth: 
THE KINGDOM OF GOD.

High Biood Pressure 


Official government esti- 
mates indicate that nearly 60 
million Americans have high 
blood pressure, known med- 
ically as hypertension. 

Physicians use a variety of 
medications to control high 
blood pressure, but now a 
long-term study just pub- 
lished in the Journal of the 


American Medical Associ- — 


ation indicates that these drugs 
have some major differences. 
The heart drug metoprolol 
was shown to be significantly 
more effective in preventing 
death in high blood pressure 
patients than thiazide diure- 
tics, a widely prescribed class 
of blood pressure medica- 
tionsinthe U.S. 

John Wikstrand, M.D., 
chief investigator and di- 
rector of the Wallenberg 
Laboratory for Cardiovascu- 
lar Research in Gothenburg, 
Sweden, believes the dramatic 
findings can have a major 
impact on the treatment of 
hypertension in the U.S. and 
worldwide. 


Avoiding contact with any 
plant with leaflets in groups 
of three is no guarantee 
against poisoning, however. 
The plant oil that causes the 
itching, inflammation, swell- 
ing and blister formation in 
sensitive individuals can be 
easily transferred to clothes, 
tools, other objects or pets. 
It’s also present in the smoke 
from burning poison ivy. So, 
though direct contact with 
the plant is the usual route of 
exposure, touching some- 
thing that has picked up the 
oil or smoke from burning 
plants can cause poisoning. 

Poison ivy may be found 
growing throughout Mich- 
igan in fencerrows, along 
railroad rights-of-way, 
alongside roads and power

W.M.T.A. represents busi-

paper business, wanted to 
use his fortune to support a 
community project that 
would live on after him. 


Originally a preparatory —

The dollars currently 
being spent in Crawford 
County by travelers is esti- 
mated to be $31 million per 
year, representing 110,000 
person trips and employing 
661 persons in the travel in- 
dustry.

With the help of Saarinen’s 
connections to the European 
art community, Cranbrook 
attracted a permanent staff 
of resident artists, many of 
whose works are part of 
Artrain’s 1988 exhibit. 
Though larger today than 
when it began, Cranbrook 
remains a community and 
still relies on the human in- 
teractions which were the 


‘basis of its original success. 


The current  faculty-in- 
residence is also represented 
in “The Cranbrook Vision: 
Past and Present.”’ 

Founded in 1971 by the 
Michigan’ Council for the 
Arts as a way to bring art 
directly to the people and to” 
spur community interest and 
in the arts, 
Artrain has visited more 
than 250 communities in 28 
states. It has provided a 
museum experience and 
educational. programs to 
nearly two million people in 
communities with popula- 
tions as small as 600 and as 
large as three million.
